MORAVIAN HISTORICAL SOCIETY, 

SEPTSMBER 8, 1903. 



The business meeting was called to order at 10:30 A.M., by the 
President of the Society, Bishop J. M. Levering. At his request, 
however, Brother Abraham S. Schropp, one of the Vice-Presi- 
dents, took the chair. Twenty-eight members were present. 

The minutes of the last annual meeting were read and adopted, 
and the reports of the Secretary and Treasurer were read and 
approved, and an abstract of the same was ordered to be spread 
upon the minutes.

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The Secretary reported that a granite block, three feet long and 
one foot square, bearing the inscription " Site of the Rose Inn, 
1752," had been placed on the farm of Mr. John Reinheimer, near 
Nazareth, on May 8, 1903, by the Brethren S. R. Odenwelder 
and Frank Kunkel, in pursuance of a resolution adopted by the 
Executive Board on October 13, 1902. 

It was further reported that a contract had been entered into 
for a hard-wood fence around the Old Graveyard, at an estimated 
cost of ^150.00. 

On October 20, 1902, a special meeting of the Executive Board 
was held at the home of Brother Eugene Leibert, for the purpose 
of taking action upon a bequest of two thousand dollars ($2,000.00), 
made by the late Mrs. Jane Jordan, of Philadelphia, to the Society. 
As the bequest was made in memory of the late Miss Helen Bell, 
it was decided to keep the sum intact for the time being, and to 
name it *' The Helen Bell Memorial Fund." 

At the regular meeting of the Executive Board, held July 13, 
1903, the sum of one hundred and seventy-five dollars ($175.00) 
was placed to the credit of the Publication Committee for the 
fiscal year ending August 31, 1903. The sum available by the 
Committee amounts to $235.79. 
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No reports of the several monuments and memorials had been 
received, except one concerning the Zeisberger Memorial in the 
Goshen, Ohio, Graveyard, which was stated to be in need of 
attention. 

On motion of Brother Eugene Leibert, Brother C. A. Haehnle 
was nominated to fill the vacancy in the Publication Committee, 
created by the election of Brother J. T. Hamilton into the Mission 
Board of the Unity. On motion of Brother Robert Rau, all the 
former officers were re-nominated, together with Brother Haehnle, 
and Brother C. W. Krause was authorized to cast the ballot for 
their election.

A vote of thanks was passed to John W. Jordan, LL.D., for 
the collection of valuable letters from General Clark, referred to 
in the Librarian's report below.
